From George Creel's book on “The 
War, the World and Wilson" the fol­ 
lowing is taken: 
“General Wood was not sent to 
France for the very good reason that 
General Pershing, commander, of the 
American Expeditionary Forces, did 
ask to have him sent, plain indication 
that he was neither needed nor want­ 
ed in France. 
The decision was not 
the decision of the President nor the 
Secretary of War nor the Chief of 
Staff, but the weighed judgment of 
General Pershing, the soldier selected 
for the high post of field command, 
and given full power even as he was 
held to full responsibility. 
All the 
Generals 
in 
charge 
of 
American 
training camps were sent to France 
fin the summer of 1917, not only that 
they might see for themselves the goal 
to which they were pointed, the style 
of fighting, and the kind of soldiers 
that would have to be made, but 
equally for the purpose of permitting 
General Pershing to pass upon their 
personalities, character and abilities. 
The Generals returned, applied them­ 
selves to the work of turning raw: boys 
into fit defenders, and in due time 
Pershing sent to the Chief-of-Staff a 
list of the commanders that he desired 
to 
accompany 
their 
divisions

France when the stage of embarka­ 
tion should be reached.
